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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 3, and 1 5-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a hollow U-shaped bicycle rim including reinforcing members 
bonded to the exterior surface of a spoke attachment portion of the rim, wherein the 
reinforcing members include internally threaded bores for directly attaching the spokes 
to the rim, and the interior surface of the spoke attachment portion of the rim being free 
from contact with the reinforcing members. 

The Terry reference (and many similar references) shows a rim that includes a 
space located above rim reinforcing members to allow a spoke nipple and attached 
spoke to move in the radial direction in response to forces on the wheel. Therefore, 
spokes would not be able to be threaded directly to the reinforcing member of Terry 
(and similar references), since this would prevent the free cushioning movement of the 
spokes, thus possibly damaging various components of the wheel.
